It is one of a series of 
measures outlined in an 
action plan drawn up by the 
Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust following an 
investigation by NHS 
medical director Professor 
Sir Bruce Keogh. 

The Government report 
highlighted concerns over 
staffing levels, communica¬ 
tion, complaints handling 
and safety checking at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, and the 
trust has now responded. 

Chief executive of the 
trust Paula Clark announc¬ 
ed the recruitment at a 
council of governors meet¬ 
ing held at the hospital last 
night. Around 50 newly 
qualified graduates will be 
taken on this month after 
training is completed. 

A review has also taken 
place to ensure nursing staff 
levels are appropriate for the 
demands of each shift - with 
agency workers brought in 
to supplement numbers if 
needed. Members of the 
committee board were also 
told equipment and safety 
checks were carried out 
daily with an audit also 
taking place each month.

Then work to regulate the tem¬ 
perature and humidity inside the 
centre will begin before all of the 
thousands of photographs, books, 
maps and other records are trans¬ 
ferred to the new rooms. 

It is on track to open to the public

in January next year when visitors 
will be able to walk into the large 
foyer where there will be tempo¬ 
rary exhibition displays, seats and 
tables, vending machines and a 
shop area. 

“People come from all over the 
place to use the archives and they 
can spend most of the day so we 
want to make sure it’s comfort¬ 
able,” said Jen Beardsmore, Dudley 
Council’s head of operations for 
libraries and archives. 

Near the foyer will be lockers for 
belongings to be stored while 
people are looking at the records 
and a permanent exhibition area 
for bigger item’s in the collection. 

There is a main search room 


which will be set up with desks and 
chairs where archive documents 
will be brought out to people. 

There will be two smaller family 
history rooms where people can 
look at more sensitive records in 
private. 

Outgrown 

All of the items in the council’s 
collection, which has items dating 
back to 1182, will be stored in two 
depositories. 

Staff are ‘boxing up’ all of the 
items at the current site in Mount 
Pleasant, Coseley. 

The council has outgrown the 
existing premises and was also 
finding that they were no longer 
suitable for preserving historical 
documents. 


Hospital trust kept on A&E 
targets failure watch list 


THE hospital trust which runs Russells Hall 
Hospital has been placed on a ‘watch list’ 
after failing to meet its accident and emer¬ 
gency waiting times for the second succes¬ 
sive quarter. 

Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust only nar¬ 
rowly missed its target of treating 95 per cent of acci¬ 
dent and emergency patients within four hours. 


Members of the trust’s 
council of governors were 
told 94.5 per cent of 
patients had been seen at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital within the allotted 
time between April and 
June this year. 

But while this will not 
invoke any penalty from 
regulator Monitor it is 
‘imperative’ the trust 
meets the target in the 
second quarter of the year. 

It follows the trust 
achieving a 92.6 per cent 
figure in the final quarter of 
the last financial year. 

Higher 

Emergency admissions 
at Russells Hall were two 
per cent higher than 
expected in the first 
quarter of this financial 
year. And figures are up 
three per cent on the same 
time last year. 

Director of finance and 
information on the trust 
Paul Assinder said: “We are 
now on a watch list and it is 
imperative we hit the 
target in the next quarter 
to avoid a penalty. 

“At the present time we 
are on track to achieve 
that.” 

He said directors had 
already presented a recov-

ery plan to Monitor. Mr 
Assinder said the trust had 
also posted a financial 
surplus of £132,000 for the 
first quarter of the year, 
which was marginally 
ahead of the expected 
figure. 

And he added the major¬ 
ity of national and local 
access and waiting targets 
had been met or exceeded in 
Dudley. 

Trust chief executive 
Paula Clark said: “In 
common with trusts region¬ 
ally and nationally we are 
seeing more poorly patients 
with complex needs, reflec¬ 
tive of an increasing ageing 
population and therefore 
an increased demand on 
our services. 

“We ensure we prioritise 
all patients who need 
urgent medical attention.” 

Ms Clark said the group 
now has extra nurses on 
duty at peak times and have 
recruited five extra nurses 
to identify the needs of the 
patients. 

“An assessment team has 
also been set up to look at 
the needs of patients being 
admitted to hospital and 
help move them to the most 
appropriate ward.

THREE men stripped an empty home 
of copper piping, causing hundreds 
of pounds worth of damage, before 
being caught by police as they fled 
the scene, a court heard. 

The house in Dudley had only been 
vacated by the previous tenant for a few 
hours when David Hughes Senior, his son 
David Hughes Junior and Dion Bricknall 
broke in through a gate and let themselves 
in, Dudley magistrates were told. 

Police responding to a 999 call turned up at the 
house in Celandine Road, on the Wrens Nest 
estate, to find the men running out soaking wet 
and covered in filth at about 10.15pm on April 2. 

Inside, officers found copper piping and radia¬ 
tors had been ripped from the walls of the house. 

The three men denied responsibility for the 
incident, claiming they had gone to the house to 
collect a debt and found it in that state. 

But they were convicted of burglary with 
intent to steal following a trial at Dudley Magis¬ 
trates’ Court last month. Last Thursday, Hughes 
Senior, aged 51, and Hughes Junior, 22, both of 
Ivy Road, Dudley, and Bricknall, 21, of Marigold 
Crescent, appeared again at the court to be sen¬ 
tenced by District Judge Graham Wilkinson. 

Mr Wilkinson said the figure for damage was 
in excess of £600. Mr Michael Davies, defending 
the three men, said Bricknall had ‘set to change 
his life’ since the incident and now had a job and 
is a father. He said Hughes Jnr was of a previous 
good character but admitted Hughes Snr had a 
‘poor’ criminal record. Mr Wilkinson gave Hugh¬ 
es Jnr and Bricknall 16-weeks custody suspended 
for 12 months. The pair were also ordered to 
carry out 100 hours unpaid work. 

Hughes Snr received a 24-week prison sen¬ 
tence, which was suspended for two years. 

They were each ordered to pay £250 compen¬ 
sation, £200 costs and £80 victim surcharge.

He was ordered to pay 
a £145 fine, a £20 victim sur¬ 
charge and £85 costs.

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Arteries 
problem 
brought 
on death 

A WOMAN died from com¬ 
plications caused by dia¬ 
betes and a narrowing of her 
arteries, an inquest heard. 

Louise Weaver was discov¬ 
ered by her daughter 
Keileigh at the home they 
shared in Southalls Lane, 
Dudley, on the morning of 
October 6 last year. 

Dudley Coroners Court 
was told Keileigh had imme¬ 
diately called for an ambu¬ 
lance and had tried 
desperately to revive her 
mother but to no avail. 

The 45-year-old had been 
staying with her daughter 
for a short time after under¬ 
going hospital treatment. 
The inquest was told she suf¬ 
fered from medical problems 
including diabetes, Crohn’s 
Disease, Addis, epilepsy and 
in the past had been diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer. 

Assistant deputy coroner 
Mr Angus Smillie read out a 
statement from Keileigh 
Weaver which said her 
mother had been ill on the 
day before her death when 
she was found lying on the 
floor next to the bed. 

Pathologist Nicholas 
Hunt told the court there 
had been no indication of 
alcohol or non-prescribed 
medication. But he did dis¬ 
cover a metabolic abnormal¬ 
ity, where the body suffers a 
shortage of insulin and 
switches to burning up fatty 
acids instead. 

Mr Smillie gave a conclu¬ 
sion of natural causes at the 
end of the inquest. 


Car park plagued by gangs 
of yobs will close at nights 


A PLAYING field car park plagued by anti¬ 
social behaviour for more than a decade will 
be closed on evenings and weekends in a bid 
to clamp down on the problem. 

The 40-space car park at Tenscore Park in Sedgley 
was introduced after Ladies Walk Surgery was built 
on the park’s former car park in 2000. 


The car park, however, 
has become a haven for 
night-time activity for 
young people who disturb 
nearby residents, according 
to Sedgley councillor David 
Caunt. 

At a meeting at the 
surgery last week, commu¬ 
nity leaders agreed to the 
close of the car park on 
weekends and from 6.30pm 
on week nights.

The ice cream man 
cometh in 1973 van 


A family steeped in the traditions 
of selling ice cream has gone 
back to its origins with the refur¬ 
bishment of a classic 1973 van. 

DEBORAH HARDIMAN reports 

FROM humble beginnings on a 
pushbike, to their first factory in 
Dudley, the Urso family’s 
passion for ice cream has 
coursed through their veins for 
generation after generation. 

Ever since Alfonso Urso climbed out of 
the coal pit and hopped on his bicycle 
clutching his shiny new ice cream seller’s 
permit, the Ursos have never looked back. 

Now third generation Black Country 
vendor Alfonso Urso has spent six months 
and around £5,000 restoring an eye-catch¬ 
ing classic van. 

He has returned the 1973 Bedford CF to 
its former glory after snapping it up on 
eBay for a cool £3,500. 

Emigrated 

The 41-year-old former Pool Hayes 
School pupil has been turning heads 
round Willenhall with the pink and white 
motor. 

He is the third generation from his 
family to run the business known as 
Alfonso & Sons. It was set up in 1956 by 
Mr Urso’s grandfather, also called 
Alfonso, who had emigrated here from 
Sicily. 

The van, which plays the Greensleeves 
tune, will next month take pride of place 
on display at a national ice cream business 
conference in Crewe. 

Mr Urso said: “My dad Carmelo wanted 
to do up an old ice cream van, but unfortu¬ 
nately he died in 1999 before he could do 
it. He wanted to do up a van in the way 
they were designed back in the early days.

“That’s why myself and my son have 
done it, in memory of my dad. I think he 
would have been very proud with the 
result, 100 per cent. The public reac¬ 
tion has been great. 

“I get pensioners coming to me and 
telling me their ice cream stories from 
when they were children. They also 
take photos of it because it reminds 
them of the past. 

“Selling ice cream has always been 
our family trade. When my grandad 
Alfonso arrived in this country he 
worked in the coal mines before getting 
a permit to sell ice cream on his bicycle 
and it has remained in the family ever 


since with my son Carmelo, the fourth 
generation,” Mr Urso explained. 

He restored the vehicle with help 
from his 17-year-old son Carmelo, who 
is often at the wheel of another of their 
vans. 

The pair, of Lincoln Avenue, County 
Bridge, stripped the interior and 
installed new machines, before repaint¬ 
ing the outside to the familiar Mr 
Whippy colours - pink, cream and 
white - and fitting chrome bumpers 
and hubcaps. 

Mr Urso, who is married to Nicky, a 
teacher, hopes Carmelo and his other 
children, Lorenzo, aged 10, and daugh¬ 


ter Lucrezia, aged 14, will one day take 
over the family trade. 

He said: “I always knew I would go into 
the business ever since I was little. It’s in 
my blood. 

“I do feel selling ice creams is a bit of a 
dying trade and I’ve got concerns about 
competition from the big supermarkets 
which are selling cheap ice lollies in 
boxes, but we’re still here working hard 
and playing Greensleeves. I hope my sons 
will be able to carry on if they are able to. ” 

He still has strong links with his 
extended family back in Ribera on the 
Sicilian south coast and visits them at 
least once a year. 

“We’re always going there, sometimes 
twice a year. We have a house there and 
all my dad’s relatives. We are very close. 

Potential 

“My grandad worked down the pit in 
Hanley, in Stoke, which a lot of immi¬ 
grants did when they arrived in the 
1950s. When he got his residency papers 
to stay in England he started the busi¬ 
ness on an old fashioned push bike. It was 
like a ‘stop me and buy one’ set up. 

“It was then that he saw the potential 
in selling ice cream as a job and eventu¬ 
ally bought his first ice cream van.” 

In 1969 the enterprising Alfonso 
senior then bought an ice cream factory 
in Dudley Road East, Dudley, which he 
sold in 1980 and which is still in opera¬ 
tion. 

He explained that his uncles Vincenzo 
and Giuseppe and his aunt Josephine all 
run ice cream businesses in London 
along with their children. 

Mr Urso added: “My grandad went 
back to live in Sicily and bought three 
farms, growing olives, oranges and 
grapes. My uncle Vincenzo went back 
with him, but eventually returned here 
because he missed selling ice creams in 
the UK so much.”

Lunged 

Bray pointed the gun at the shop 
manager and lunged at him before walking 
out empty-handed, concluded the prosecu¬ 
tor. 

The defendant was arrested the following 
day after walking back in to the store at the 
same time as a uniformed police officer was 
taking a statement from Mr Randhawa 
about the attempted robbery. 

Bray broke down in tears and claimed 
that he had been threatened by a drug 
dealer over an unpaid debt, the court heard. 
The air pistol used in the bungled raid was 
found during a search of his home. 

Mr Randhawa later told police: “I was not 
really scared or frightened.” 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defending, said: “This 
was a fairly inept attempt to rob the shop. 

“This young man was under what he con¬ 
sidered to be intolerable pressure over the 
debt and had been drinking heavily.”

Glass and iron expertise at 
heart of huge Crystal Palace 



The Crystal Palace, made possible by Black Country ingenuity, skill and organisation 

pulled to London to admire both the country’s

WITH the recent press reports that 
a Chinese billionaire is consider¬ 
ing building a replica of the Crystal 
Palace, which hosted the Great 
Exhibition of 1851, it is important 
to highlight the importance of 
Black Country ingenuity, skill and 
organisation to the creation of the 
original structure. 

The Great Exhibition of the Works of 
Industry of All Nations in 1851 was a 
triumph of engineering and manufacturing. 
A proclamation to the world of the dominance 
of British industry, it was housed in an 
amazing structure the like of which had 
never before been seen. Made of glass and 
iron, it struck awe into each and every person 
who beheld it. 

Sited in Hyde Park, it was six times the size 
of St Paul’s Cathedral and its dimensions 
were staggering. It was 1,851ft long, the 
equivalent of 118 large eight-roomed houses, 
and at 456ft was as broad as 28 such houses. 
The transept, the arched part that crossed 
the building, was 68ft high, while the nave - 
the long part - was just 3ft less in height. In 
all, this amazing Crystal Palace covered 
almost 18 acres, about six times that of Saint 
Paul’s Cathedral. 

Not only was it an immense size, it was 
ground-breaking in its style and materials. 
Normally, buildings were made of wood, 
stone or brick, but the Crystal Palace owed 
nothing to such traditional materials. 

Its marvel was founded upon glass and 
iron. A handful of railway stations and large 
conservatories had been made in the same 
way, but none compared even remotely to the 
Crystal Palace in their scale. Six million 
people, a third of the British people, were 


manufacturing accomplishments and the 
magnificent Crystal Palace itself. They could 
not have done so without the Black Country. 

The building contractors were the cele¬ 
brated engineers Fox and Henderson of the 
London Works, Smethwick; the 900,000ft 
glass that transformed the building into a 
place of wonderment was made at Chance’s of 
Spon Lane, Smethwick; and the 4,000 tons of 
iron that held up everything came from the 
Woodside Iron Works in Dudley. 

Chance’s had to develop a new technique to 
develop larger panes than had been possible 
previously. At 896,000 sq ft, the total surface 
of the glass made at Chance’s was astonishing 
and it weighed 400 tons. Each pane of glass 
was large and thick - almost four and a half 
feet long and lOin broad - and was joined to 
thin strips of wood called sash bars. 

Many pundits publicly expressed doubts 
about the stability of the Crystal Palace. All 


were to be confounded by the expertise of Fox, 
Henderson and their workers and by the 
strength of the cast iron from the Woodside 
Iron Works in Dudley. These had been built in 
1841 by Bramah and Cochrane. 

Prepared 

John Joseph Bramah was a remarkable 
civil engineer who also took over Dudley’s 
Horseley Iron Works in 1844. One of his most 
important successes was the roof over the 
Houses of Parliament, which made good use 
of cast iron. 

In 1844 John Weale noted that Bramah’s 
work deserved commendation for the work¬ 
manlike and correct manner in which it was 
executed. He explained that the iron for the 
riverfront portion of the building was pre¬ 
pared at Woodside while the roof over the 
House of Peers and the rest of Parliament 
came from the Horseley Iron Works. Alexan¬ 
der Cochrane was as accomplished as Bram¬ 


ah. After tendering for the work at the Great 
Exhibition it is said that Joseph Paxton, the 
architect, tersely stated: “You have the con¬ 
tract, start immediately”. His word was 
enough. No written confirmation was needed. 

Work did begin straight away, so that 
within nine months the staggering number of 
3,300 cast-iron girders were ready. In addi¬ 
tion 358 wrought-iron trusses were cast, 
along with 30 miles of guttering and 202 miles 
of sash bars. No wonder that a Dudley com¬ 
mentator exclaimed proudly that the result 
was ! a marvel of engineering skill and accom¬ 
plishment, and clearly demonstrated to the 
world the power and ingenuity which the 
Woodside Works possessed to make and erect 
anything in the substance and form of iron’. 

Fox was knighted for his invaluable contri¬ 
bution to the Great Exhibition and later, he 
and Henderson were the contractors for the 
removal of the Crystal Palace from Hyde Park 
to Sydenham in South London. Unfortu¬ 
nately, their business became too stretched 
and failed in 1856 when one of its foreign 
creditors could not pay its debts. Up to 2,000 
people lost their jobs . 

The craft of another West Midlands glass 
maker also captured the imaginations of com¬ 
mentators - that of Richardson’s of Wordsley, 
Stourbridge. 

In the Catalogue to The Industry of all 
Nations it was stressed that the company was 
chiefly famous for crystal glass “ which they 
have carried to the utmost extent of brilliancy 
and purity. An examination of their contribu¬ 
tions in decanters, wine-glasses, goblets, 
cream-bowls, butter-coolers etc. will at once 
carry conviction that in this branch of the art 
England excels every other country of the 
world. Bohemia asserts, and probably main¬ 
tains, its supremacy in the manufacture of 
coloured glass, but it cannot enter into compe¬ 
tition with us as regards that which is colour¬ 
less”.

Shoplifter in Valentines Day theft of 
nurse costume at Ann Summers store 


A SHOPLIFTER who stole a nurse 
outfit from Ann Summers on 
Valentines Day has been spared 
an immediate jail term - after her 
letter pleading for lenience was 
described by a District Judge as 
‘not the usual flannel’. 

Gemma Ann Smith was originally 
given a deferred sentence when she 
appeared before magistrates for steal¬ 
ing the £25 novelty outfit. 

She had also been subject to a conditional 
discharge at the time for stealing air fresh-

eners worth £70 from Halfords on Septem¬ 
ber 14 last year. 

She however went onto steal more cloth¬ 
ing and shoes worth £108 from Peacocks, 
Merry Hill shopping centre, on July 23 this 
year. 

Mrs Clare Davis, prosecuting, said Smith 
removed the tags from the clothing and 
slipped it under her jacket. She was not 
detained at the time but was arrested later. 

The 31-year-old mother admitted two 
charges of theft from a shop. One charge was 


in relation to the nurse outfit from Ann 
Summers on February 14 and the other for 
the theft from Peacocks. 

She also admitted another charge of steal¬ 
ing from a shop while she was subject to a 
conditional discharge, which related to air 
fresheners stolen from Halfords last Sep¬ 
tember 

Mr Ian Henry, defending, told Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates Court that Smith 
knew she had been ‘foolish’ to find herself in 
trouble after previously receiving a deferred 
sentence. 

Mr Henry also passed a letter to the bench 
which Smith had penned while in custody, 


showing her remorse. District Judge 
Michael Wheeler said he was also aware 
from previous court cases that Smith, of 
Ingleby Gardens, Farndale, had battled to 
be free of drugs. 

As he passed her sentence, of a combined 
14 weeks imprisonment, suspended for 12 
months, he said: “I’m aware of your situa¬ 
tion. I am fully familiar with what you have 
battled. I’ve been doing this job a long time. 
I don’t think your letter is the usual flannel. 
You wanted to avoid jail. There’s your 
chance.” He also ordered she pay £25 com¬ 
pensation to Ann Summers for the theft of 
the nurse outfit.

The event will include music and 
entertainment from the Halesowen-based Bavarian Shun- 
klers. 

Renovation work on 
grounds under way 

WORK is under way to enhance the grounds of an 
18th century Midland manor house ahead of plans to 
reopen the parkland as a visitor attraction. 

A £1 million restoration project has started at the 350- 
acre estate surrounding Hagley Hall, near Stourbridge, to 
clear overgrown land. 

Undergrowth and overhanging trees are being cut back to 
restore one of the park’s original features when it was first 
landscaped between 1754 and 1760. This will open out 
flowing waterfalls and cascades which are being recreated 
to form features during park walks for visitors. 

Maintenance 

Lord Cobham, owner of the Hagley estate, wants to 
reopen the park for the first time in decades to attract 
70,000 visitors a year. Revenue from ticket sales would be 
ploughed back into the maintenance of the Lyttelton 
family’s ancestral home. 

The works will last another four to five months. The cash 
for the scheme is being shared between Lord Cobham and 
conservation group Natural England as part of a three-year 
development scheme.This includes building a visitor centre 
and car park in a bid to reopen the Grade I-listed parkland. 

“The works are already under way and it is looking 
great,” Lord Cobham said.

New year to 
see start of 
crematorium 
£l.4m work 

REFURBISHMENT work at a Black 
Country crematorium will start in the 
new year after £1.4 million plans were 
approved. 

Rowley Regis Crematorium will 
have a larger chapel, a remembrance 
garden, a covered area for flowers and 
new footpaths. It would also double 
the number of mourners it can hold in 
the chapel - more than 100. 

Previously, some mourners had to 
stand outside the chapel during serv¬ 
ices. Meanwhile, the old toilet block 
will be converted into a space that 
could be rented out as a cafe, florist or 
other business. 

The refurbishment will include 
new cremator equipment and the 
improvements - expected to take 
around six months - will also create 
an extra 20 car parking spaces. 

Designed 

The Powke Lane crematorium will 
be closed for services for around four 
weeks while the work is going on, 
however, cremations will still be carr¬ 
ied out. Architects Martin Critchell 
Associates, who also designed the new 
crematorium at Sandwell Valley 
which opened in 2010, have put 
together the plans. 

Sandwell’s neighbourhood services 
boss, Councillor Mahboob Hussain 
said: “It’s good news that work can 
now start to improve Rowley Regis 
Crematorium. 

“I want to reassure people that the 
work will be carried out with the 
utmost care and respect for the cre¬ 
matorium building and the cemetery 
that surrounds it. We will be talking 
to mourners and people who visit the 
cemetery. There will be no distur¬ 
bance to any graves or interred 
remains.” 


llrader airs fears on decision to 
shut high street's HSBC branch

THE HSBC branch in Blackheath is to 
close down, prompting fears cus¬ 
tomers could struggle to do their 
banking. 

The bank’s branch on the high street, will 
be shutting its doors permanently on Novem¬ 
ber 22, and has started notifying its cus¬ 
tomers. 

The bank has said customer usage at the branch 
has ‘fallen very significantly’ recently, meaning it 
is no longer viable. But one of the town’s traders 
has now raised concerns it could cause problems 
for those living and working there. 

Mary Docker, a former councillor and a member 
of the Blackheath Traders’ Association, said: “The 
association has been banking there for years. 

“I think it is going to cause horrendous prob¬ 
lems, particularly for people like me as it is really 
convenient. A lot of businesses bank there, but 
now the closest branches will be in Halesowen or 
Cradley Heath.” 

Locations 

But HSBC has said it is working with customers 
to ‘reorganise their finances’, and has said they can 
still access their accounts at any Post Office or at 
anyone of the 14 fee-free ATM’s in a one-mile 
radius of their current branch. 

Spokesman James Thorpe said: “We need to 
ensure that our branches are in the right locations 
for our customers and on occasions this means that 
we need to close a branch where customer footfall 
has fallen dramatically. 

“Our branch in Blackheath is a case in point. 
Customer usage of the branch has fallen very sig¬ 
nificantly. Decisions like this are never easy, but we 
are working with the small number of customers 
who use the branch to help them reorganise their 
finances ahead of the planned closure.” 

The members of staff who man the branch will 
be transferred to other HSBC branches in the area.

Taking a glimpse inside 
house of fireball horror 


by Alex Ross 


AN horrific crime committed 
out of pure malice - that is 
how detectives described 
the horror of a woman being 
set alight in her Black 
Country home, as they 
released pictures of the 
scene after the attack. 

Damion Sheldon was last week 
sentenced to 19 years for the ter¬ 
rifying attack on his ex-partner 
Louise Pilkington at her own 
home in Rowley Regis. 

He had gone to her house, pouring 
petrol through the letter box and 
setting her alight, turning her into a 
‘human fireball’, while two children 
were inside. 

Ladder 

Jilted Sheldon had been out drink¬ 
ing to celebrate his birthday before 
the attack and had consumed almost 
three litres of cider, vodka and a few 
pints of lager, before going to the 
house in Haden Walk and dousing his 
ex with the fuel. 

In desperation after being set alight 
Miss Pilkington took off her burning 
clothes and rolled around her front 
lawn, with help from a nine-year-old 
girl who had been in the house - 
before the flames then spread inside. 

Three men tried to break in the 
front door and then use a ladder to get 
to a 13-month-old child who was 
inside - and they were soon joined by 
firefighters who smashed through the 
back door and rescued the baby. 

The baby was revived by firemen

outside. In court, Judge John Warner 
said it was ‘pure chance’ the woman 
and two children did not die in the 
attack on December 2. 

Speaking after the sentence, Det 
Con Andy Barnsley said: “This was an 
horrific crime committed out of pure 
malice at having been jilted by his 
partner. 

“ It is a measure of Sheldon ’ s charac- 
ter that he went to set fire to his ex¬ 
partner’s home in the dead of night 
and when disturbed by the woman, he 
doused her in petrol and set fire to her. 

“But this horror wasn’t enough for 


Sheldon who then coolly walked into 
the house and set fire to the house, 
where a baby was sleeping. 

“Like a coward he then ran off in an 
attempt to evade justice and when cap¬ 
tured, tried to deny any knowledge of 
the offence blaming his actions on 
alcohol. It is thanks to the woman’s 
quick thinking and the actions of 
neighbours and the emergency serv¬ 
ices that this was prevented from 
becoming a tragedy. 

“I am satisfied that the courts 
realised the sickening nature of 
Sheldon’s crime and have handed 


down a fitting sentence. I am certain 
that this will come as some comfort to 
all those affected by the fire.” 

The jury took under four hours to 
find Sheldon guilty of attempted 
murder. 

The 42-year-old, of Russells Hall 
Road, Dudley, had denied attempted 
murder, but pleaded guilty to arson 
being reckless as to whether the life of 
the 13-month-old baby was endan¬ 
gered. He was jailed for 15 years for 
the attempted murder and four years 
for the arson charge. 

Miss Pilkington suffered burns to 


15 to 16 per cent of her body, needing 
skin grafts and causing scarring on her 
arms. She told the jury during the trial 
that the pain was ‘like I’d never felt 
before’. 

Judge Warner said Sheldon had 
planned to set to fire to the house and 
told him: “This was not a case of 
attempted murder which sometimes 
happens purely spontaneously in the 
course of an argument when someone 
picks up a weapon.” 

He said that it was ‘pure chance’ the 
consequences of the attack were not 
more serious. 



Jeans day 
to focus on 
Rida's rare 
condition 

A YOUNGSTER from Dudley with a 
rare genetic disorder will be helping 
to raise awareness of her condition for 
an upcoming fundraiser Jeans for 
Genes Day. 

Rida Batool, 
aged eight, has 
the rare genetic 
disorder Alstrom 
Syndrome, 
which can affect 
every organ in 
the body along 
with micro¬ 
cephaly, which 
causes a small 
head and learn¬ 
ing difficulties. 

As a result 
Rida has sight problems, hearing 
impairment and she doesn’t speak, 
instead communicating through sign 
language on her own body. She is 
mobile but uses a wheelchair for dis¬ 
tance. 

When she was born her mother Iram 
Shah knew immediately that she had 
some health problems, but she never 
imagined her daughter would be diag¬ 
nosed with a very rare genetic disor¬ 
der. 

As a newborn Rida had a very small 
head, much smaller than average, and 
she had no soft spot in her skull, just 
like her elder brother Shamas. 

These were all symptoms of a hered¬ 
itary neurological disorder called 
microcephaly, which literally means 
‘small head’. Shamas, now 11, was 
diagnosed at birth and has moderate 
learning disabilities, and Iram was in 
no doubt that her daughter also had 
the same condition. 

Now in its 18th year, Jeans for 
Genes Day is on Friday 20 September 
and asks for people to wear their jeans 
to work or school in return for a dona¬ 
tion.

As a new addition to the line-up of the 
lavish West End production about the 
rise and fall of Frankie Valli and the 
Four Seasons, the former Kings winf- 
ord schoolboy really is living the 
dream. 

But in quieter moments, he reveals 
he still longs for a pint of Batham’s and 
a packet of pork scratchings. 

“I’ve been in London for a while 
now, and I really like coming home and 
having a nice pint with my mates or 
my dad, I really do miss that,” says 
Chris, who grew up in Wordsley.

“I would like to see a delivery 
service, where they bring Batham’s 
down here.

Pensioners inspired by people's help 
in wake of £9k damage at day centre

MEMBERS of a pensioners’ day 
centre targeted twice in a week by 
thieves and vandals spoke of being 
‘inspired’ by members of the com¬ 
munity who have rallied around to 
offer their support and help it get 
back on its feet. 

Around £9,000 of damage was caused at 
the Age Concern Day Centre in Hale¬ 
sowen. 

Yobs urinated on food stored for pensioners’ 
meals during one attack, while in the later 


raid they managed to force their way on to the 
centre’s minibus to turn on the radio, which 
drained the battery and forced it off the road. 

Many people have offered cash donations 
and given their time free to make repairs at the 
centre in Green Lane after hearing about the 
group’s plight. 

Centre bosses revealed they will be reim¬ 
bursed by insurers for the cost of some of the 
damage. But they are seeking around £5,000 in 
grants from two community forum groups run 
by ward councillors. 


This cash would buy more food for meals 
and replace some items stolen during the 
double break in. 

They had already submitted a bid to obtain 
community grants to buy four marquees to 
allow the centre to hold garden parties. But 
this scheme has had to be dropped in order to 
claim the cash needed in the urgent circum¬ 
stances. 

Businessman Tony Billingham, who owns 
three care homes in the Halesowen area, has 
offered £250 of his own money to the centre. 

He has also joined fellow Rotary Club 
members from Halesowen and Rowley Regis 


who have agreed to donate £500 to help the 
centre. 

Locksmith Mike O’Sulevan also offered his 
services for free to install stronger bolts on 
doors to keep intruders out. Others, including 
a local firefighter, have also agreed to spend 
time redecorating after offices were smashed 
up. 

Centre director and ward councillor Ken 
Turner said Age Concern members had been 
touched by the volume of support. “I’m really 
chuffed and inspired by the way the commu¬ 
nity has rallied around us,” said Councillor 
Turner.

THE long-awaited home¬ 
coming season at Birming¬ 
ham Repertory Theatre, 
now incorporated into the 
new Central Library, 
started with this surefire 
hit from the barbed pen of 
Alan Bennett. 

People, directed by 
Nicholas Hytner and 
brought on tour by the 
National Theatre, is the 
playwright’s witty polemic 
against the National Trust 
and ‘heritage industry’ 
with digs at the Church of 
England for good measure. 

Sian Phillips, as aristo¬ 
cratic Lady Dorothy 
Stacpoole, and Brigit 
Forsyth as her companion, 
were a fine double act, 
huddled in front of an elec¬ 
tric fire as the mansion 
mouldered around them - a 
remarkable set of stately 
decay designed by Bob 
Crowley. Lady Dorothy’s 
determination to stop the

the same time as the 
Bishop’s visit. So the slow 
first act gave way to a 
frantic trouser-dropping 
farce in the second. 

Michael Thomas gave a 
standout performance as 
the relentlessly optimistic 
man from the Trust, over¬ 
joyed to discover the rancid 
contents of chamber pots 
in the billiard room may be 
the urine of Rudyard 
Kipling and other Edwar¬ 
dian luminaries.

Mazda makes inroads on toughest tests 


By Matt Joy 


IT’S hard to imagine a more punishing setting 
for a first drive than eastern Russia, where the 
surfaces are so badly maintained that a single 
wheel out of place can mean the end of the 
road. 

Yet that is exactly where Mazda let me get my hands on 
the new Mazda 3 hatchback for the first time, as eight iden¬ 
tical cars made their way across the widest country in the 
world. It’s also, inevitably, where one of the cars did put a 
wheel - or rather two - wrong; wrecking both right-hand- 
side rims on a single pothole. 

This was a desperately tricky place for Mazda to intro¬ 
duce a car. Even the local drivers along the route were 
strewn like cannon fodder across the roadsides, tyres flat or 
wheels bent, all victims of the insanely large potholes and 
roller coaster-esque, frequently sunken highway. 

Curvaceous 

So why did they do it? One reason might be that among 
the hordes of decades old (in design, at least) Ladas and Cold 
War-era vans, the curvaceous Mazdas stood out like Miss 
World contestants in a working farmyard. Their flowing 
shape, purposeful front end styling and silhouettes reminis¬ 
cent of the Ferrari FF gave the convoy something that 
passers-by couldn’t help but stare at. 

The 3 continues the firm’s ‘Kodo’ design theme, which 
means ‘soul of motion’. The result is stand-out styling, with 
the exception of the curiously long front overhang (thank 
pedestrian safety) and the tiny 16in alloys fitted to these

cars. In truth, the upgraded 18in wheels that are set to be 
more popular in the UK simply wouldn’t have survived the 
disintegrating Russian roads. A long-looking bonnet and a 
backwards-slung passenger area give the 3 a distinctly 
‘shooting brake’ style profile, which in turn presents a 
premium first impression. It’s dimmed by those small 
wheels, though, and it needs the 18s to look right. 

Things are still recognisably Japanese on the inside, with 
a mixture of sensible black plastics, hard-wearing surfaces 
and logical layouts all designed to satisfy previous Mazda, 
Toyota and Nissan buyers. But it’s definitely a more appeal¬ 
ing place to sit for fans of European brands, with a greater 
emphasis on style. 

It’s a subtle improvement of shapes and finishes, but it 
doesn’t push too far in any one direction and the net result 


is a very likeable interior. Some of the textures should be 
treated with care though, because their coarse finish natu¬ 
rally rubs skin away and develops (easily cleanable) pale 
patches. 

Passengers are catered for reasonably well, with good 
legroom available in all seats and a light, airy feel in the 
front seats. The one criticism is for the heavily shaped rear 
bodywork, which cuts down on available light in the rear 
seats and makes it feel a little more cramped back there 
than it really is. 

Behind the wheel, drivers are treated to a typically excel¬ 
lent Mazda driving position, partly inherited from the MX- 
5 sports car. It’s easy to drop into the reasonably high seats, 
where you can then use the large range of adjustment in the 
seat and steering column to get comfortable and place the 


gear lever perfectly, just under your hand - in this case my 
right hand, because the eight plucky Mazdas crossing the 
rough Russian terrain had been built to German specs. 

The mid-range 118bhp 2.0-litre petrol engine employs 
Mazda’s amazing SkyActiv technology to record fuel con¬ 
sumption and C02 emissions scarcely believable for its 
type, but in this trim there’s no getting away from its lack 
of low-down urge. A 165bhp edition is on the way, but this 
one is best limited to gentle running about, and is at least 
very quiet and smooth, with a positive gear change and 
nicely weighted pedals. 

Arguably the most impressive aspect of the car on this 
first drive was the way it handled the shocking road quality. 
Mazda will be launching the new 3 properly in Europe only 
a few weeks after the Frankfurt Motor Show.
